Founding 
of Colony 
Mrs, Fehlndler told of

first BO men, who cam e with their 
families to found the colony,

owned 20 acres of land which b e­ 
cam e vineyard» and were later to 
he divided up into smaller p ortions 
for the m any Incoming p eop le who 
desired to live here. 
"W here Clementine street stands 
used to be the Landenb erg tract 
and the street was named for Mrs. 
Augusta Landenherg. 
"Tha Hoach aistera, P aulina and 
Semina, who were the step daugh­ 
ters of Bolde, soon found nearb y 
streets named for them .” 
Melrose Street 
Old Judge Melrose 
handed down 
his p roud, Scottish nsm # 
to Melrose

of his life, 
Mrs. Schindler 
told 
modestly how "K roeger” street was 
named for her father who lived

the southeast p art of town. 
"There are m any misconcep tion» 
of Anaheim,” Mrs. Schindler

T hera Is tha b elief that Anaheim 
w as surrounded b y a white fence 
and this is not true.

Gate« Kept Locked 
‘T he ra were four gates, one at 
the end

street. E ast street, and W est street, 
and the gates were securely lock ed 
each night. 
"W hen w# w ere children one of 
our favorite sp orts w as to go up the 
incline on E as t street where we 
could see the wild horses and p lay 
on our harmonica*. 
They lik ed the 
musle and would close in around 
the fence, then we would throw out 
our hands and shoo 
them away. 
How they would run! 
"Even that long ago my father 
warned the p eop le that If they ever 
graded down the incline on East 
i.treet the river would come in and 
there w'ould b e floods. His p rop hecy 
cam e true and alnce E a s t street 
has b een flattened out we have htui 
several floods. 
“W hen we first cam e to Anaheim 
the S anta A na river w as really 
a 
large river and w as never dry the 
year round. 
There w as more veg­ 
etation, too, and the soil w as fertile. 
We had to ford the river with our 
horse 
and 
b uggy 
b ecause 
there 
w asn't a b ridge in those days.” 
Mrs. Hchlndler, who will celeb rate 
her seventy-third b irthday the first 
of next month, recalled m any inci­ 
dent* of her hap p y childhood since 
she was b rought here a t the age of 
four from San Francisco where she 
was b orn. 
Start Settlement 
“In *68 our fathers cam e down

S aturday night dance when p arenta 
b undled up children and everyone 
went te th© open da nce and b eer 
hall. 
Old and young danced to the 
Plano, 
Mr. Van Ouelp en owned the 
hall.

Firet Church 
“ The first church here w as of 
course the Lutheran church and 
later the Cathollo

heim. 
" By the time that I wa s Id years 
old the greatest Joy In my life was 
the circus which came once a year. 
Peop le would call it 
a "one horse 
show” today b u t it w as 
very im ­ 
p ortant to me. 
It consisted of little 
more than a few b uffalo, one or 
two Indian* and a few horses. 
"T he first doctor here w as W il­ 
liam Hardin, b ut he did not come 
for m any years. 
Before tha t when 
there were a ny b rok en hones the 
m ilitary surgeon from Ban Pedro 
cam e and set them. 
Many soldiers 
ramp ed, on the outside of town » as 
they were enroute to Arizona to 
fight the Indiana. 
W e often e nte r­ 
tained them b ecause they hated to 
go out there as few ever came b ack . 
"W e hardly ever went aw ay from 
Anaheim excep t for short drives b e­ 
cause for one thing there was no 
p lace to go. 
I/O» Angela» w as a 
three-hou r 
drive 
from here and 
there were no nearb y towna. 
There 
w as a p lace called S anta Ana up 
near w here Olive now is, b u t only 
Mexican» lived there. 
L ater It was 
moved down on the flats.” 
Mrs. Schindler finished her p leas­ 
a nt recounting of form er raya b y 
saying, "Until five years ago I was 
never out of the county.
